The By-laws of Student Cm- 
gre.ss provide that the elections 
shall take place in the fall se- 
mester “not earlier than the first 
day of - the third full-week of 
classes and not later than the 
last day of the fourth full-week 
of clas'es." This provi ion of Ar- 
ticle I Section 1 deals with the 
election of members. 

Article I Section 2 provide' 
that SC officer' be elected at the 
first meeting following the elec- 
tion of members. The constitution 
also provides that officers be 
elected by the SC As-embly, not 
in a campus-wide election. 

The present SC officers were 
elected in a campus-wide elec- 
tion last spring after being nomi- 
nated by the assembly. 

Thi' election was made pos'ible 
by a suspension of the By-laws. 
H wever. the By-laws went back 
into effect after the election. 

Lane has been attempting to 
get a quorum at an SC meeting 
in order to onee again suspend 
the By-laws to make way tor a 
spring election.
